NAZI BREAKTHROUGH 
NORTH OF CAPITAL 


Germans Also Thrust 
Wedge Into Defenses in 
Mozhaisk Sector on West 
in Terrific Assault Against 
City’s Defenses. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (AP).—A 
Moscow broadcast relayed by the 
British Broadcasting Co. said to- 
day that German artillery has been 
shelling the Russian capital. The 
broadcast reported the Russians 
had silenced the Nazi batteries. 

The British radio said the Rus- 
sions driving west from Rostov 
had by-passed Taganrog to the 
north, leaving the clean-up of the 
port to other troops. A second 
Russian force, striking from the 
northeast, was reported approach- 
ing Mariupol, 60 miles farther 
west than Taganrog, in an effort 
to cut off the German retreat. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 5 (AP). — The 
Moscow radio declared today that 
the Russian army had recaptured 
4000 square miles of territory and 
“hundreds” of villages from the 
Germans in the Rostov and Donets 
Basin regions on the Southern 
front. — — 

The broadcast said Russian 
troops driving west into the 
Donets Basin and along the north 
shore of the Sea of Azov west of 
Rostov reached the Mius River 
where the Nazis were trying to 
make a stand. 

The Communist party news- 
paper Pravda asserted the Rus- 
sians had pushed six miles beyond 
Taganrog, along the Azov shore, 
and had retaken the mining town 
of Matveyey Kurgan, east of Sta- 
lino and 60 miles north of Tagan- 
rog. Taganrog is 40 miles west of 
Rostov. 

The Mius River, where the Rus- 
sians were reported in contact 
with a main German defense line, 
flows from east of Stalino south 
almost to Taganrog, then empties 
into the Gulf of Taganrog through 
& wide estuary several miles west 
of the port. 

Germans Gain Around Moscow. 
On the Moscow front, the Rus- 
Sians acknowledged a grave new 
cevelopment as the result of a 
German breakthrough below Klin, 
50 miles northwest of the capital. 

Dispatches said the Nazis had 
concentrated offensive power in a 
new terrific onslaught against the 
City’s defenses, slashing through 
the Solnetschnogorski sector to- 
ward Dmitrov, 40 miles directly 
north of Moscow on the secondary 
rail line to Leningrad. 

Two villages south of Voloko- 
lamsk, 65 miles northwest of Mos- 
Cow, also fell to the reinforced 
Nazi assault and the Germans made 
other lesser gains in a head-on at-

Secretary of War Charges 
Publication of Story by 
Chicago Tribune Is 
“Wanting in Loyalty and

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—After 
President Roosevelt had declined 
today to comment on the’ publica- 


tion yesterday by the non-interven- 
tionist McCormick-Patterson news- 
papers that a confidential report 
of the joint Army and Navy Board 
called for an expeditionary force 
of 5,000,000 American soldiers, Sec- 
retary of War Stimson announced 
that the documents obtained by 
the Chicago Tribune were “unfin- 
ished studies cf production require- 
ments” and “never constituted an 
authorized program of the Govern- 
ment.” 

The Chicago Tribune, the Wash- 
ington Times-Herald and the New 
York Daily News made the publi- 
cation in a copyrighted story by 
Chesly :-Manly, a Washington cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Tribune. 
The authenticity of the Tribune’s 
information has not been chal- 
lenged. 

At a special press conference 
Stimson made the following formal 
statement: 

“The publications made yester- 
day are of unfinished studies of 
our production requirements for 
national defense which have been 
carried on by the general staff as 
a part of their duties in this emer- 
gency. They have-never constitut- 
ed an authorized program of the 
Government.

GAMBUT REPORTED 
REIAKEN BY AXIS 


British Say They Repulsed 
Heavy Attacks South of 
Tobruk With Big Enemy 
Losses. 


LONDON, Dec. 5 (AP).—An au- 
thoritative source said today that 


Axis troops had reoccupied the 
Gambut supply base which the 
British captured early In the pres- 
ent Libyan offensive. 
The British announced on Nov. 
24 they had captured Gambut, 35 
miles west of Bardia and 40 miles 
short of Tobruk. 
A severe dust storm began to- 
day, hampering operations. 
Two heavy Axis attacks on Ed 
Duda, in the battle area south of 
Tobruk, were completely repulsed 
yesterday with severe losses, said 
a Middle East command announce- 
ment in Cairo. 
The communique reported a third 
attack gained a little ground, most 
of which was subsequently recap- 
tured by a counterattack with 
Axis troops again suffering heavy 
casualties, 

Fighting on Border. 
Along the Libya-Egypt frontier 
New Zealanders routed the rem- 
nants of a German and Italian col- 
umn, which fled- westward, the, 
communique said. 
Indian troops destroyed 14 Ital- 
ian tanks near El] Gobi and the 
bulk of the Axis forces there were 
“seen to be retreating,” it added. 
The authoritative London source 
said the British armored columns 
operating against Axis transport 
near Fort Capuzzo, on the Egyp- 
tian border, killed 40 Germans, cap- 
tured four guns and destroyed a 
large number of vehicles in one en- 
gagement. He said the desert

TOKYO, Dec. 5 (AP).—A Jap- 
anese government spokesman exX- 
pressed the opinion today that both 
the United States and Japan would 
“continue with sincerity to try to 
find a common formula for a 
peaceful situation in the Pacific.” 

Then he added: “If there is no 
sincerity then there is no need to 
coninue the conversations.” 

He asserted that Washington had 
“misunderstood our fundamental 
policy” and that Secretary of State 
Hull’s recent statement “seems to 
allege that we are following a 
policy of force and conquest in 
establishing a military despotism.” 

The spokesman, Tomokazu Hori, 
said Prince Konoye, when Premier, 


territorial ambitions. 


He said Japanese troops had 
gone into French Indo-China “ac- 
cording to an agreement.” He add- 
ed that he was not permitted to 
disclose the number allowed by 
the agreement or whether a new 
limit had been set. 

There have been many examples 
of nations sending troops into a 
foreign domain with the consent 
of a foreign government, he went 
on, but, in the present instance 
“there has been a misunderstand- 
ing. And that is the reason we 
started the conversations (in Wash- 
ington) and that is the very reason 
we are continuing.” 

If Vichy is satisfied that Japa- 
nese troops in its colony have not 
exceeded the limit (as Vichy itself 
has announced) then “there cannot 
be any complaint from the other 
side,” Hori said. 


Repatriation Speeded. 

Repatriation of Japanese na- 
tionals from strategic areas in and 
along the Pacific gained ominous 
pace, meanwhile, amid signs of 
deteriorating relations with the 
United States and associated pow- 
ers, including a new skirmis’ with 
Russians on the Manchoukuo fron- 
tier. 

Emperor Hirohito called at the 
army section of Imperial Head- 
quarters, where he received in 
audience Gen. Gen Sugiyama, chief 
of the General Staff, who, as it 
was formally announced, reported 
on “matters in his jurisdiction.” 

Hirohito gave also a mass audi- 
ence to the headquarters staff. 
Premier Gen. Hideki Tojo at- 
tended, causing a delay in today’s 
regular scheduled meeting of the 
Cabinet. 

Ship to Call in Mexico. 

The Japanese liner Tatuta Maru 
which sailed from Yokohama on 
Tuesday to bring Japanese na- 
tionals home from the United 
States and Panama, also will call 
at Manzanillo, Mexico, the Gov- 
ernment announced. The ship is 
scheduled to reach Los Angeles 
Dec. 14 and Manzanillo Dec. 21. 
The Japanese minister to Mex- 
ico, Yoshiaki’ Miura, has been 
ordered home at once for consulta- 
tiong on “the actual situation” in 
Mexico.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Despite 
the timely arrival of British capi- 


tal ships at Singapore, certain ex- 
tremely -well-informed American 
officials are still convinced that 
Japan will start a fight in the 
near future. One of them called 
it a 60-40 bet in favor of imme- 
diate war. When reminded that 
any further aggression by Japan 
would almost surely bring trouble 
with Russia,, Great Britain and 
the United States simultaneously, 
this official answered: 

“You know this and .I do, but 
the Japanese don’t believe it.. And 
if they did, they would not stop 
now because they figure that they 
will never again have so favorable 
an opportunity. Nothing but the 
intention of further aggression 
can explain their piling so many 
soldiers into Indo-China.” 

This last is the disquieting fact 
in the situation. During last week, 
just at a moment when the Ameri- 
can administration was on the 
point of cffering Japan a three- 
month truce, with a relaxation of 
the economic blockade without 
asking the Japanese to withdraw 
from any of their conquests but 
merely to promise to abstain from 
aggression in new countries and 
to limit their forces in Indo-China, 
the American Navy Department 
reported that a Japanese convoy 
of some 35 transports was ready 
to land soldiers at Camranh and 
Saigon.

TO REJECT BRITISH 
WARNING TO QUIT 
WAR AGAINST REDS 


Rebuff by Hungary, Ru- 
mania Also Indicated to 
Notes Fixing Midnight 
Deadline — Declaration 
Likely During Night. 


LONDON, Dec. 5 (AP). — The 
midnight deadline set for the re- 
plies of Finland, Hungary and Ru- 
mania to British notes calling on 
them to withdraw from the war 
on Russia approached tonight with 
increasing indications that all 
three would reject the demand. 

The Budapest radio announced 
that the Hungarian Government 
had decided to disregard “the Brit- 
ish ulaimatum.” Hungarian For- 
eign Minister Laszlo de Bardossy, 
it said, told Parliament Britain had 
informed Hungary that unless Hun- 
garian troops were withdrawn 
from the front by midnight Britain 
would consider itself at war with 
Hungary. 

British sources still insisted that 


the notes did not constitute an 


ultimvtum although the midnight 
limit for responses to what was 
called a last British attempt to 
“stabilize relations” was admitted. 

(The German radio in Paris was 
heard declaring that Finland had 
sent Britain a negative reply. 
There was still no indication of 
Rumania’s reaction, although there 
Was no expectation that it would 
withdraw from its anti-Russian al- 
liance with Germany.) 

The notes were traygsmitted by 
the United States. British authori- 
ties were careful to avoid calling 
the notes ultimatums and asserted 
that Britain would not automatical- 
ly be at war with the three coun- 
tries at midnight if no replies were 
received. 

In the absence of satisfactory re- 
plies, however, it was believed a 
British declaration during the 
night was likely. 

Contents of the notes were not 
disclosed. 

An authorized source disclosed 
the notes were dispatched “toward 
the end of last week” through the 
“good offices” of the United States 
and that the United States Govern- 
ment has been kept informed. He 
said their purpose “was to avert 
further deterioration in relations 
between Great Britain and these 
powers,” 

The source explained that the 
“ultimate fate” of the three nations 
might differ according to whether 
Britain received replies and the na- 
ture of the replies. 

The British Government will 
wait until midnight and “if no re- 
ply is received by then a new phase 
of the situation will be reached,” 
he asserted. The British then 
would be able to take “such meas- 
ures which are called for by this

DNB SAYS HUNGARY 
WILE IGNORE NOTE 


BERLIN, Dec. 5 (AP).—The 
Hungarian Government has in- 
formed Parliament that it will 
ignore a “British ultimatum” de- 
manding Hungary's withdrawal 
from the Russian war, DNB, of- 
ficial Nazi news agency, reported 
tonight in a dispatch from Buda- 
pest. 

Foreign Minister Laszlo de Bar- 
dossy in a statement to Parliament 
said Britain, through the United 
States legation, had presented an 
ultimatum deciaring that Britain 
would regaru itself at war with 
Hungary if Hungarian troops re- 
main at the Soviet front after mid- 
night today, DNS reported. 

Bardossy said Hungary takes 
note of “Britain’s u:sjustified dec- 
laration” and expressed confidence 
that the nation would support the 
Government. 

The lower house, before which 
the declaration was made, demon- 
strated enthusiastically for rejec- 
tion of the British demand, DNB 
reported.

Leaped Aboard Canadian Corvette When It 
Tried and Failed to. Ram Submarine, They 
Say—Craft Sunk by Shelling. 


LONDON, Dec. 5 (AP). — The 
British Admiralty issued an ac- 
count tonight of the sinking Sept. 
11 of a U-boat in which it said 
the German commander jumped 
aboard an attacking Canadian 
corvette, “abandoning his boat and 


life.” 

The submarine, identified as the 
U-501, first of a new series of 740- 
ton vessels, had been brought to 
the surface by depth charges when 
the commander, identified by the 
Admiralty as Capt. Hugo Forster, 
escaped to safety aboard the cor- 
vette Moosejaw. 

The Moosejaw and another cor- 
vette, the Chambly, tried to ram 
the submarine, the Admiralty ac- 
count went on, but the attempt 
failed. It was on the Moosejaw’s 
approach that Forster jumped, the 


crew in a scramble for his own: 


Admiralty said. The Moosejaw 
then opened fire on the U-boat 
and the crew took to the water. 
Thirty-seven were saved and 10 
lost. 

The Admiralty commented that 
Forster's “jumping for safety with- 
out a thought for his crew caused 
considerable discussion among the 
hundreds of U-boat prisoners now 
in our hands.” 

The Admiralty said that earlier 
in September the U-501 attacked a 
2000-ton Norwegian ship with six 
torpedoes. Only one hit and it 
failed to sink the vessel so the 
U-501 had to come to surface and 
fire more than 40 shells into the 
steamer before sinking it. 

That “is the U-50l’s only con- 
tribution to Germany’s alleged 
blockade of Great Britain,” the Ad- 
miralty said.

“MOSCOW, Dec. 5 (AP)-—-The 
Free Polish Government and the 
Soviet Union were pledged today 
not only to fight the war until the 
German invaders were destroyed, 
but to promote a “durable alliance 
of democratic countries” for last- 


A deciaration signed last night 
by Gen. Wladyslaw Sikorski and 
Joseph Stalin, premiers of the two 
governments, asserted that jointly 
with Great Britain and other al- 
lies and “with the support of the 
United States of America,” the 
signatories would “wage war until 
complete victory.” 

The text of the pact, as pub- 
lished by the official Tass news 
agency, follows: 

“Declaration of the Government 
of the Soviet Union and the Gov- 
ernment of the Polish Republic on 
friendship and mutual assistance: 

“The Government of the Soviet 
Union and the Government of the 
Polish Republic, imbyed with the 
spirit of friendly concord and 
fighting collaboration, declare: 

“1. German Hitlerite. imperialism 
is the worst enemy of mankind— 
no compromise with it is possible. 
Both states jointly with Great 
Britain and other allies, with the 
support of the United States of 
America, will wage war until com- 
plete victory and final destruction 
of the German invaders. 

“2. Implementing the treaty con- 
cluded on July 30, 1941, both gov- 
ernments will render each other 
during the war full military assist- 
ance, and troops of the Polish Re- 
public located on territory of the 
Soviet Union will wage war against 
the German bandits hand in hand 
with Soviet troops. In peacetime 
their relations will be based on 
good neighborly collaboration,. 
friendship and mutual honest ob- 
servance of the undertakings they 
have assumed. 

“3. After a victorious war and 
appropriate punishment of the 
Hitlerite criminals, it will be the 
task of the allied states to insure 
a durable and just peace. This 
can be achieved only throtigh a 
new organization of international 
relations on the basis of unifica- 
tion of the democratic countries in 
a durable alliance. Respect for 
international law backed by the 
of all the 
allied states must form the de- 
cisive factor in creation of such 
an organization. Only under this 
condition can a Europe destroyed 
by the German barbarians be re- 
stored and a guarantee be created 
that the disaster caused by the 
Hitlerites will never be Fepeated. 5

agreement as a “turning point for 
the future of both states,” with 
all past differences forgotten.

Checks Range From $542 
to $4000 — Union Pres- 
ident Says Payment to 
66 Others Is Under Con- 


sideration. 


Automobile production workers 
at the Ford Motor Co. assembly 
plant, 4100 Forest Park avenue, 
are now collecting $275,000 from 
the company to reimburse them 
for wages lost during the strike 
of more than three years which 
ended last June with the signing 
of a union shop contract. 

Average payments to the 206 
workers are about $1330, with in- 
dividual checks ranging between 
$542 and $4000. 

To some of the former strikers 
the checks represented more 
money than they had ever hgped 
to have at one time. Some spoke 
of buying farms, of meeting mort- 
gage payments, of college for 
their children, while others could 
only pay debts they had accumu- 
lated while the strike was in 
progress. 

The first checks were distributed 
yesterday, to eight men, and an 
equal number were paid today. 
Payments will be continued 
through the month, as the amounts 
due are computed. 

William A. Kimberling, president 
of the local, said payment of back 
wages to an additional 66 men was 
under consideration. If approved, 
the total back wage payment would 
be about $300,000. 

The payments are in compliance 
with a settlement reached after 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, holding that the strike had 
resulted from unfair labor prac- 
tices, hdd ordered reinstatement of 
the strikers, and the back wage 
payments. Under the settlement, 
the strikers are to get 80 per cent 
of the wages they lost. 

A further stroke of good for- 
tune for the former strikers was 
that none of them was among the 
40 employes who have been laid 
off this week. An additional 60 
are to be laid off, reducing the 
total of production employes to 
about 600. 

James C. Doyle, plant manager, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter the 
reduction was being made because 
of the enforced curtailment of au- 
tomobile production as a national 
defense measure. 


NAVY’S GIANT FLYING BOAT 
CATCHES FIRE, RUNS AGROUND 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
The Mars, giant 70-ton flying boat 
built by the Glenn L. Martin Co. 
for the United States Navy caught 
fire and then went aground as it 
was being taxied out for water 
tests today. 

Witnesses watching from the 
shore of Middle River said the 
flying warship “began zigzagging.” 
Suddenly, they reported, flames 
burst from the motor just to the 
right of the pilot’s cabin and its 
propellor flew off, a sliver of it 
stoving a hole in the cabin. The 
big plane then went aground in 
shallow water as the fire seared 
another of its four motors. 

The water tests were to be the 
next step in a long series of 
checks the aircraft company en- 
gineers and technicians were mak- 
ing before actually taking it into 
the air. 

Two fire companies from near- 
by Essex answered the alarm to 
combat the flames.

INQUIRY INTO COAL 
PRICES: DEMANDED 


3 Resolutions Presented to Al- 
dermen in Effort to Bring 
About Reduction. 


Three varying resolutions asking 
investigation of the prices of 
smokeless fue] in St. Louis were 
introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men today. Each specified as the 
ultimate purpose of the investiga- 
tion” reduction of the prices. One 
suggested that the feasibility of 
erecting a municipal coal proces- 
sing plant be studied. 


Referred to the board’s Resolu- 


tions Comimttee, the resolutions 
were introduced by three Repub- 
lican Aldermen after Chester Sto- 
vall, editor of the St. Louis Call, a 
Negro newspaper, filed a petition 
with 2500 signatures, which stated 
that the current prices of coal 
were higher than “we can afford.” 

Alderman Thomas C. Turner of 
the Seventeenth Ward, which has 
a large Negro population, intro- 
duced the resolution to determine 
fersibility of erecting a municipally 
owned plant to process soft coal, so 
that it could be sold to persons in 
low-income brackets. His resolu- 
tion asked that a special commit- 
tee of seven Aldermen be appoint- 
ed to find “atpractical method” of 
reducing the price of coal. 

A resolution asking that the 
board declare that an emergency 
in coal prices. exists, as provided 
under the smoke elimination ordi- 
nance was presented by Alderman 
Louis A. Lange of the Fifteenth 
Ward. He asked that the alder- 
manic board call on the Comptroll- 
er and the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to have the Supply 
Commissioner purchase coal from 
a $300,000 revolving fund and resell 
it at lower prices to needy persons. 

The third. resolution, asking for 
a special committee of seven to 
investigate the costs of produc- 
tion, processing and distribution of 
smokeless coal, and providing for 
hearings on coal prices, was of- 
fered by Alderman Edward L 
Duke of the Twenty-third Ward. 

Earlier this week Mayor Wil- 
liam Dee Becker announced he 
was working on a plan to provide 
smokeless coal for sale in basket 
loads to small consumers, at 
prices cheaper than those now 
prevailing.

Marshal Semyon Timoshenko, 
dispatches said, has broadened the 
southern counteroffensive to a 70- 
mile front and driven two spear- 
heads westward in an attempt to 
hem up the fleeing army of Col. 
Gen, Ewald von Kleis. 

Recapture of 100 villages during 
a 24-hour period of the Soviet 
drive was reported. 

(White-clad Red Army patrols 
were said in a dispatch to the Lon- 
don News Chronicle to be firing 
forests to smoke out Axis remnants 
of the retreat from Rostov, finding 
hundreds of snipers and gunners 
“frozen to death or so weakened 
that they are ready to surrender.”)

Remizov’s 
troops, after a heavy engagement, 
broke through enemy defenses and 
developed a success in the direc- 
tion of Taganrog.”

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BERLIN, Dec. 5 (AP).—Military 
authorities said tonight that mighty 
Russian smashes in the region of 
Rostov had been “fought to a 
standstill.” 

The Soviet attack is continuing 
in waves, but the German version 
was that they were slackening 
some in intensity and the Reds 
were no longer able to push the 
fighting line westward. That line, 
the Nazis insisted, still lies east of 


Taganrog. 

The news agency DNB comment- 
ed that the losses suffered by the 
Russians were difficult to ascer- 
tain. There still was no intima- 
tion of losses by Germany and its 
allies, but it was noted that there 
are increasing German references 
to Italian and Slovak troops, which 
dispatches said had been called 
upon in an effort to halt the Soviet 
drive in the Rostov region. 

The high command said fresh 
Russian attacks on the southern 
front had been repulsed, 

For the second straight day, the 
high command was silent on the 
land fighting around Moscow. 

New Blows to! Soviet Ships. 

The communique was devoted 
chiefly to the northern front where, 
the high command reported, Ger- 
man-Finnish mine barriers in the 
Gulf of Finland were run upon by 
“several other ships besides the. 
troop transport Stalin” in the Rus- 
sian withdrawal from the Hango 
naval base off the southwest coast 
of Finland. The Nazis yesterday 
claimed the capture of the Stalin 
and 6000 men after the 12,000-ton 
vessel had been damaged by mines. 

A 3000-ton troopship, a steamer 
of 700 tons and a Soviet motor tor- 
pedo boat were declared to have 
been sunk by the mines while the 
Russians were trying to escape to 
Leningrad. 

“Strong air force formations at-. 
tacked troop concentrations and 
field: fortifications on the southern 
salient of the front and the Mos- 
cow battlegrounds,” the commu- 
nique said. Russian . casualties 
were reported to be “high and 
bloody,” and. their losses of guns 
and vehicles considerable. .

The objections to various parts 
of the amendment are then listed. 
One allegation is that the six-year 
terms of commissioners violate a 
four-year limit fixed by the State 
Constitution for the terms of 
municipal officers.

| Unjust discrimination is charged 
also in the provision disqualifying 
any person who has held elective 
public office within four years 
from appointment and the provision 
prohibiting political activity on the 
part of city employes. In the lat- 
ter case, it is charged, the employes 
would be deprived of fundamental 
rights and prohibited from per- 
forming their proper duties as citi- 
zens. 


“Capricious” Exemptions. 

Exemption from the amend- 
ment’s provisions of the officers 
and employes of the Board of 
Aldermen, and persons serving the 
city - without compensation on 
boards and commissions, is de- 
clared in the petition to be “arbi- 
trary, umreasonable, capricious 
and highly discriminatory.” 

The appropriation of one-half of 
1 per-cent of total municipal ex- 
penditures for the administration 
of the civil service plan is declared 
in the petition to be excessive, 
arbitrary and unreasonable, and 
without regard to the needs or 
expenses of the department. The 
annual appropriation, it. is stated, 
would be about $75,000. The pro- 
vision giving the Comptroller pow- 
er to veto payments to employes 
is attacked as vesting undue pow- 
er in that city officer. 

Another provision, interpreted as 
making the Comptroller liable on 
his bond for payment of any per- 
son removed from a city job for 
misconduct, is assailed as being un- 
fair to the Comptroller.

Congressman Points to Outlay of Billions to 
Save World, but Says American 
People Are Neglected.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
Migration of millions of Americans 
because of the defense emergency 
have created the nation’s greatest 
social problem, speakers from East 
and West coasts said here today. 


They added that the defense mi- 
grants would form a reservoir of 
postwar unemployed more danger- 
ous to American economy than 
any miilitary attack. 

Representative John H. Tolan 
(Dem.), California, told the Cali- 
fornia Department of Employment 
that State and Federal agencies 
would have to meet a postwar un- 
employment crisis, then said: 
“There are no big men in Con- 
gress. They spend billions of dol- 
lars to save the world, but do not 
have the brains or heart to take 
care of our own people. 

“Congress has a standing Com- 
mittee on Wildlife that provides 
feeding ponds for ducks in every 
state, and even in Canada. But 
they have no feeding places for 
our own people who migrate from 
one state to another in search of 
a livelihood.” 

He is a member of a congres- 
sional committee investigating de- 
fense migration. After traveling 
50,000 miles, he estimated that 25,- 
000,000 Americans are living in 
states other than those in which 
they were born. 

Jay A. Urice of New York, exec- 
utive secretary of the National 
Board of the Y. M. C. A, and an 
executive committeeman of the 
United Service Organizations, said 
in an interview: 

“Our western migrations in the 
pioneering days, or the dust bowl 
migrations, cannot touch defense 
migration for importance in conse- 


quences to the country. 

“Industrial workers have gone 
to new communities or old ones 
that have no capacity to accom- 
modate them. Factories are ex- 
panding, needing more men than 
are available. So the end is not 
yet. 

“The problem affects the whole 
community’s life. Sewers are not 
sufficient. School houses are not 
adequate. People are living under 
most undesirable circumstances. 

“The social and economic conse- 
quences will be a permanent 
change of our national scene, af- 
fecting agriculture, industry, our 
economies.” 


TWO NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS

The other, an eight-room ele- 
mentary Negro school, will be con- 
structed at Sixteenth street and 
Russell avenue. _ 

The board directed G. V. Quinn, 
principal of the Lincoln (Negro) 
High School, to expel married stu- 
dents after Quinn reported an in- 
creasing number of student mar- 
riages. Quinn told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter there are at present five 
married couples in school; whose 
ages range from 17 to 19 years.

Japan to Start War Soon,

declaration of principles on which 
alone negotiations could proceed. 
Meanwhile, the President asked the 
Japanese to explain the strength- 
ening of their forces in Indo-China. 

Thé Japanese official news agen- 
cy, Domei, has already asserted 
that the American principles are 
not acceptable. And Vichy France 
has solemnly stated that the Japa- 
nese soldiers in Indo-China do not 
exceed the 50,000 allowed by the 
French-Japanese agreement. 

The United States administra- 
tion knows that there are at least 
100,000 and possibly more, and that 
at least half of them have arrived 
during the Japanese-American ne- 
gotiations. Hence the feeling in of- 
ficial circles that the Japanese 
really intend to court suicide by 
striking cut somewhere in the near 
future, 


Of the 100,000 Japanese military 
in Indo-China, at least three-quar- 
ters are in the southern part of the 
country, in a position to assault 
either Thailand or Malaya with 
Singapore, or the Dutch Indies, Be- 
cause Singapore, reinforced by 
British capital ships, seems a form- 
idable, not to say impregnable, 
stronghold, and to attack the 
Dutch Indies in the face of a hos- 


tile Manila that would have to be |3f@ 


by-passed by a Japanese-convoyed 
force, seems madness, 
experts tend to the belief that the 
Japanese are finishing their prep- 
arations for an attack on Thailand. 


Well Placed for Attack. 


In such an undertaking, Japan- 
ese would not be hindered by 
French authorities in Indo-China. 
Those Frenchmen are incapable of 
resistance to Hitler or to Hitler’s 
tools and some of them are ac- 
tually helping Germans and Jap- 
anese in places hike Hongkong. 


If the Japanese wish to launch 
an attack against Thailand, they 
are well placed to do so. The 
French have equipped Southern 
Indo-China with a fine set of air- 
fields. There is a railroad from 
Pnom Penh in Cambodia straight 
to Bangkok. From Saigon in the 
Mekong delta or from the Kampot 
anchorage and the Gulf of Thai- 
land, it would be no trick for the 
Japanese to send an entire expedi- 
tionary force straight across the 
gulf to Bangkok itself, or further 
south to Singhora in the Malay 
peninsula, a little Thai harbor 
with a railroad that has much in- 
trigued the Japanese of late. 


What resistance could the Thais 
offer? Would they fight? On the 
basis of a visit. to Thailand late 
in October, I shall guess at the 
answers, 


What Thais Want. 


You cannot leave the airport on 
the Menam River without learning 
that what nearly all Thais are 
hungering for is to be let alone. 
They are fiercely neutral. 


They want peace and a larger 
quota of production under the 
international tin pool. And they 
are terrified at the thought that 
they are unlikely to get either. 
For Thailand, like so many other 
little countries, has failed to throw 
in its lot with either the British 
or the Japanese, the possible pro- 
tectors, and this is a hard world 
for small, weak states. Tradition- 
ally friendly to Britain and the 
United States, the present Thai 
government wanted so much to 
profit by France’s misfortuné to 
recover some of its lost territories 
that it offered its little finger to 
the Japanese as “mediators.” The 
Japanese answered by séizing 
Thailand by both arms. They me- 
diated a piece of French Cambodia 
to Thgiland all right, and the 
Thais rejoiced; it had been so long 
since they had had a national 
triumph. For four days the Japa- 
nese rising sun banner and the 
Thai flag flew side by side in the 
tropical heat over all the public 
buildings in Thailand, 


Japanese Moved In. 


Then the Japanese began mov- 
ing in on the Thais. They de- 
manded air fields and naval bases. 
They suggested that the Thais 
recognize the puppet government 
of Wang Ching-wei at Nanking. 
They raised their legation to an 
embassy, apparently in order to 
have more room to greet the 
thousands of Japanese who, for 
one reason or another, poured into 
the little country. The Thais 
speak of a “few hundred” Japa- 
nese; foreigners in Bangkok cor- 
rect the number to “thousands.” 
At the Oriental Hotel, two, Japa- 
nese who registered during my 
stay candidly gave their ultimate 
destination as “here.” 


The Japanese opened a propa- 
ganda office. 
least four local newspapers. They 
opened a glider school at the chief 
Bangkok airport of Don Muang. 
What is most astonishing, the local 
branch of the Yokohama specie 
bank received from Thailand loans 
of 45,000,000 ticals (accent on the 
last syllable) or $15,000,000. Asked 
why, the Thai Foreign Minister told 
me this was done to keep the bank 
from going broke as a result of 
American freezing operations. Why 
Thailand should care if the Jap- 
anese bank went broke, he could 
not explain.

They are 
even more frightened at the idea 
of calling in the British to protect 
them from the Japanese. For who

Counsel for 5 Defendants 
Says Key Government 
Witness Threatened Some 
Suspects. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
Frank J. Welsh, counsel for five 
of 14 men on trial for espionage 
conspiracy, today wound up a two- 
day summation with charge 
that William G. Sebold, German- 
born FSI counter-espionage agent 
and key Government witness, was 
a “lying scoundrel.” 

“There is no doubt,” Walsh de- 
clared, “that a conspiracy existed 
here — a conspiracy dark and 
damnable—but it is the jury's duty 
to determine whether it rested 
with these defendants or with Se- 
bold.” 

Walsh pointed out that Sebold 


‘had testified that he “hated Ger- 


many” after the World War, and 
Walsh added, “A man who hates 
his native land—~a republican Ger- 
many—cannot be trusted to love 
his adopted country.” 

Walsh declared that Sebold, pos- 
ing as a Gestapo agent, had co- 
erced some of the defendarits to 
“co-operate” with spies under 
threat of having the Gestapo take 
reprisals against the defendants’ 
families in Germany. 

“Loving your parents as you do,” 
Walsh asked the jury, “what would 
you have done?” 

Gave Up $30,000 Job. 

George Gordon Battle, summing 
up for the defendant Edmund 
Heine, asserted that his client left 
a $30,000-a-year job as European 
manager for the Ford Motor Co. 
rather than surrender his Ameri- 
can citizenship. 

“All his life, Heine has had the 
keenest desire to be an American 
citizen,” said Battle. “He saw to 
it that his three children who 
were born abroad were registered 
with American consulates and he 
sought American schools*for them 
in Germany. 

“Heine was put to a supreme 
test. It is in the evidence that in 
1935 objection was made against 
him in Berlin, because he was an 
American citizen. He became ‘sub- 
ject to suits and whispering cam- 
paigns by competitors, Complaints 
were made against him to the 
German Government. 

Made Technical Reports. 

“It became so severe that fi- 
nally, through the Ford Co., the 
demand was made that he re- 
nounce his American citizenship. 
He refused and, as a result, lost | 
his job.” A 

Battle said that Heine collected 
technical books and magazines 
and made out technical reports 
at the request of a prospective 
employer with the German Peo- 
ple’s Car Co. He said Heine 
studied aviation and motor car 
methods here and sent his reports 
for transmission to Germany to 
Lily Stein, who has pleaded guilty 
to the indictment, and to Heinz 
Eilers, a co-defendant. 

But, Battle said, this informa- 
tion was purely industrial and 
had no relation to national de- 
fense.

Hard to Ascertain What 
~ Damage Has Been In- 
flicted on Other Craft, 
Says President. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt spoke today 
of the difficulty of issuing accur- 
ate information on sinkings of 
submarines, but said he did not 
know definitely whether any 
change in policy was indicated by 
a Navy announcement yesterday. 
that there was evidence the tank- 
er Salinas might have damaged an 
attacking submarine. 

The Salinas was torpedoed off 
Iceland Oct. 30, but made port. 

Discussing the incident at a 
press conference today, Roosevelt 
said he had heard only that the 
tanker had fired at a submarine 
either before or after being tor- 
pedoed. After being reminded 
that the Navy hitherto had been 
silent on any possible damage in- 
flicted on Axis war craft, Roose- 
velt remarked it was difficult for 
the Navy to issue a story without 
a false impression being given to 
the public. 

World War Experience. 
In the World War, he said, a 


lot of American destroyers, cruis-. 


ers and armed merchant ships 
were all over the sea, and sub- 
chasers and submarines were on 
the other side of the Atlantic. At 
the end of the war, he said, he 
had figured out that if the Navy 
listed as sunk everything that had 
been fired at by a lot of enthusias- 
tic persons on American ships, 
the United States would have 
sunk 725 German submarines. As 
he remembered it from German 
figures available after the war, 
these sinkings actually totaled 16. 

The tanker was armed with five- 
inch deck guns and reported it 
apparently registered a hit on the 
undersea craft. The Salinas was 
in charge of Commander Harley 
F. Cope of*’New Orleans. One or 
more submarines blasted the Sa- 
linas with at least two torpedoes. 
Cope and his men were commend- 
ed for their work in taking their 
damaged ship into port. 

Description of Encounter. 

The fight started 700 miles off 
Newfoundland with a pre-dawn at- 
tack qn the tanker, which was in 
a convoy headed for the United 
States. Two torpedoes were fired 
at 7:12 a. m., ship’s time, without 
warning, according to Commander 
Cope’s report. At least one of the 
torpedoes hit, blasting a hole in 
the tanker’s side, making it list 
heavily. 

Immediately the tanker lost 
speed and fell behind the convoy. 
Then, as members of its crew set 
about to make emergency repairs, 
a submarine appeared on the sur- 
face and fired three more tor- 
pedoes. 

Whether any of those three struck 
home remains a naval secret, but 
that time the 16,800-ton Salinas 
went into action with its deck 
guns. 

Three and a half hours later, a 
submarine suddenly showed up 
near the Salinas, which by then 
had fallen well behind the convoy 
but had a warship escort, probably 
destroyers. The warships sailed in 
to do battle with depth charges, 
since only the submarine’s periscope 
was above surface.

Ruel S. Wilson Nameoki, Iil., 
a sailor on the United States Navy 
tanker Salinas when it was dam- 
aged by a torpedo in the North 
Atlantic Oct. 30, has been cited 
by the ship’s commanding officer, 
Commander Harley F. Cope, for 


courageous action in keeping the 
ship afloat. 

Wilson and another sailor were 
were credited by Commander Cope 
in his report to the Navy Depart- 
ment with effective work in pro- 
tecting engines of the listing ship, 
making it possible for the dam- 
aged tanker to reach port under its 
own power. 

“While this very unstable condi- 
tion in the Salinas still existed,” 
he asserted, “Francis H. McIntyre, 
chief machinist’s mate, and Ruel 
S. Wilson, machinist’s mate, first 
class, went below to the engineer 
officer and helped secure over- 
board valves or ruptured lines. 
This work was .done under the 
most trying conditions, and with- 
out any faltering on the part of 
these men. 

“This timely work unquestion- 
ably made it possible for the 
engineering department to be later 
put into operating condition, as 
the sea water, if its ingress had 
not been properly shut off, would 
have made it impossible to reach 
port under her own power.” 

Wilson, 27 years old, is the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. John O, Wilson, 
2730 Marshall street, Nameoki. He 
enlisted in the Navy in 1931, and 
re-enlisted in 1938, because of his 
inability to find work in civilian 
life. He has been assigned to the 
Salinas since 1938; and before that 
he served on three different de- 
stroyers.

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NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
The National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis voted its indorse- 
ment yesterday ‘of the “work” 
method developed by Nurse Eliza- 
beth Kenny of Australia for treat- 
ing infantile paralysis. 

‘In contrast to former treatment 
methods of completely immobiliz- 
ing affected joints and extremities 
in plaster casts, splints and braces, 
the Kenny treatment, introduced 
by her and a staff of nurses in the 
United States about two years ago, 
consists of leaving the stricken 
person as free as possible, manipu- 
lating the joints as normally as 
possible and applying hot packs to 
aid in restoring the nerves dam- 
aged by the poliomyelitis virus. 


This method, a revolutionary 
one, also known as “muscle re- 
education,” has been viewed with 
skepticism by American special- 
ists but the National Foundation 
granted a small part of its funds 
obtained in the annual infantile 
paralysis campaign climaxed by 
the birthday balls in honor of 
President Roosevelt to make a 
critical examination of the Kenny 
technique.

On War Plans 


General Tells of Is- 
lands’ New Power

for defending the rich Indies in 
this article written exclusively for 
the Associated Press,

Commander-in-Chief, Royal Neth- 
erlands Indies Army. 
BATAVIA, Dec. 5 (AP). 

HE military preparations of 

The Netherlands East Indies, 
originally predicated .solely on 
defense, today have such scope 
that they could be used for attack 
should hostilities break out in this 
Southern Pacific zone. 

The strength of the Indies air 
arm has grown with such rapidity 
—thanks largely to shipments of 
modern American planes—that the 
high command has had to change 
its strategic plans. 

Originally it was the opinion that 
Java, as the main island, would 
have to be defended while the out- 
er provinces should be left to their 
fate in case of an invasion (the 
principal other islands are Sumat- 
ra, southwest of Singapore; Dutch 
Borneo, north of Java; the Celebes 
and New Guinea.) Now, as a re- 
sult of the growing power of the 
air arm, this standpoint has been 
abandoned and it has been decided 
that the outer provinces must be 
the first line of defense and the 
basic center of any offensive possi- 
bility. ' 

Our plans today are designed to 
meet the new situation in the 
Southern Pacific and the needs of 
our allies. Backed by armed forces 
whose strength has been brought 
to an all-time high, these plans can 
be set in motion instantaneously. 
It might be pointed out in this con- 
nection that the formation of para- 
chute troops ig well advanced. 
Co-operation With Britain. 

As regards co-operation between 
The Netherlands East Indies and 
Great Britain, this is an irrefutable 
fact. Clearly enough, the Malayan 
Peninsula, the Indies and Australia 
form a strategic unit. Any one of 
the powers having interests along 
an imaginary line from the Malay- 
an Peninsula to Australia must, of 
necessity, come to the assistance 
of any other state having similar 
interests. The Indies’ army equip- 
ment has, as far as possible, been 
brought into line with that of the 
eventual allies so that the Indies 
army today partly uses the same 
caliber of guns, for example, as the 
Australian army, 

The greatest extension in the 
sweeping defense preparations of 
the Indies has been achieved in the 
air forces which are now composed 
of a great modern fleet of bombers, 
mainly Glenn Martins, while North 
Americans are expected’ to arrive 
shortly in considerable numbers. 
There also is a goodly number of 
American interceptors, reconnais- 
sance and pursuit planes, together 
with Ryan machines. 

Continuously, men are being 
educated for their task in the war 
in the air. It is, for instance, a 
commonplace sight to see simu- 
lated dogfights between bombers 
and single-seaters over this East 
Indies capital. (Batavia is about 
500 miles southeast of Singapore 
and 1000 miles from the southern 
tip of French Indo-China, which 
Japan could use as a springboard 
for ite possible next military 
thrust.) 


Task of Army.

_ BIG NOISE FROM CHICAGO. 

On the morning its new rival, the Chicago Sun, 
made its maiden appearance on the news stands, the 
Chicago Tribune came out with a purportedly sensa- 
tional story concerning the Government's ultimate 
plans in the Second World War. The story is based 
on a confidential report by the joint army and 


President in a letter of July 9 last. Upon analysis, 
the Tribune’s story is less sensational than at first 
appears. 

The President’s letter, addressed to Secretary 
Stimson, asked him to join with Secretary Knox 
“in exploring at once the over-all production re- 
quirements required to defeat our potential enemies.” 
In this exploration, the high command was asked 
to make appropriate assumptions “as to our probable 
friends and enemies and the conceivable theaters of 
operation which will be- required.” The President's 
letter said nothing about an A. E. F., but was con- 
fined to production requirements. In rhort, he was 
asking for a blueprint of what our factories might 
be called upon to produce to meet any possible 
eventuality. 

Why did he want such a blueprint? Perhaps 
the immediate reason for his request was the posi- 
tion taken and expressed by Donald M. Nelson, direc- 
tor of the SPAB, that SPAB and OPM could not 
work out their priorities and allocations problems 
until they were informed about military require- 
ments to attain the military objectives. But even if 
Nelson was not clamoring for a long-range idea of 
objectives, Mr. Roosevelt would be justified in look- 
ing ahead and planning for any eventuality. That’s 
an administrator’s job. 

In response to the President’s letter, the army and 
navy apparently asked for the moon. This is a 
customary procedure in governmental practice. 
They took the worst possible view of their possible 
requirements, envisioning the collapse both of Britain 
and Russia, and estimated they would need shipping 
and supplies sufficient to support an army of 5,000,- 
000 men overseas.

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A START ON THE PARKING PROBLEM. 

The solution of the downtown parking problem 
is brought measurably nearer in a letter just sent by 
Arthur C, Meyers, Director of Streets and Sewers, to 
Sidney R. Baer, president of the Downtown Improve- 
ment Association, in reply to an open letter by 
Mr. Baer which appeared on this page Nov. 18, 

Mr. Meyers not only. invited Mr. Baer and all 
others interested in this major municipal problem 
to “get together” with the City Hall to formulate 
an adequate program and push it to completion, but 
he also announced definite action already taken. 

This is represented by the substitution of asphalt 
pavement for the old cobblestones on First, Second, 


area to the east of the business district. The re- 
surfacing was ordered, explained Mr. Meyers, with 
a view to using these streets for parking purposes.. 

This space alone is not enough to relieve the 
present congestion—although it will help. Mr.

So, 
it would seem, there is no great difterence of opinion 
between the municipal authorities and the improve- 
ment association. In the past, such differences 
proved to be insurmountable, despite general agree- 
ment as to the problem to be solved. This time,

that the fire alarm office be moved. 

You are taking your information from 
the survey which was made by a com- 
mittee composed of three bankers and 
three business men. Why these bank- 
ers and business men would suggest 
that the city carry its own insurance 
when they themselves all believe in in- 
surance, and when the bankers particu- 
larly insist on their loans being fully 
covered with insurance, I cannot under- 
stand. 

You say that other large cities carry 
their own insurance, but are they in the 
same financial position as we are in St. 
Louis? Can our city put aside a fund 
to take care of a $500,000 or a $1,000,000 
loss if it should happen tomorrow? This 
might ! .ppen. as is shown by the past 
experience of the city. 

Had this committee gone beyond the 
40-year period, it would have found that 
the destruction of the City Hospital and 
other city buildings in the 1896 tornado 
cost the city at least $1,900,000, and that, 
because the School Board became self- 
insurers before the 1927 tornado, that 
storm cost the taxpayers more than 
$500,000 in the damage to old Central 
High Schoo] alone. 

No business man ever pays his insur- 
ance premiums expecting to get a re- 
turn of 100 cents on the dollar. If he 
did, you can readily understand what 
the cost of insurance would be today. 

You refer particularly to rundown fire ’ 
engine houses. Do you know that some

Do you know that this service is 
given to the city by the national board, 
which in turn is owned entirely by stock 
insurance companies, and that in addi- 
tion St. Louis charges an occupation tax 
on each insurance company which 
brings in approximately $44,000 a year— 
much more than the amount the city 
pays in insurance premiums? ‘ 

With all due respect to the survey, 
the Insurance Board of St. Louis felt 
that from a civic standpoint involving 
20,000 citizens directly depending upon 
the stock insurance business in St. Louis, 
who spend some $11,000,000 in St. Louis, 
it should take upon itself to see that 
the city was properly protected. 

The board wanted to see if the city 
was carrying sufficient insurance and 
eat the rate it should pay.

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Teacher Says Tendency Is to 
Forget Basic Purpose of 
Allotting Funds. 


A mathematics teacher’s : ques- 
tion as to whether personal 
budget-keeping is not too fascinat- 
ing a pastime to serve a practical 
purpose brought a smile in the 
midst of dead-serious discussion to- 
day as rising concern over infla- 
tion occupied a consumers’ group 
meeting of. the Missouri 


Teachers’ Association. 


“You tend to become so inter- 
ested in the mechanical keepirlg 
of a budget,” said M. F. Ross- 
kopf, a John Burroughs School 
mathematics instructor, “that you 
forget all about its basic purpose 
of allotting the available funds in 
those categories that give you the 
most pleasure. Mrs. Rosskopf dis- 
covered that after a few years and 
then we threw away all our nice 
figures on the published form and 
worked out a twice-a-month budget 
that may not have been as pretty, 
but did serve its purpose.” 

To contribute to that basic pur- 
pose from another angle—that of 
intelligent buying—Rosskopf said 
he was thinking about devising a 
slide rule for wives to use in gro- 
cery stores for quick comparison 
of different prices on different size 
packages. At the soap counter 
alone, he chuckled, it could reduce 
45 minutes of mental computation 
to. five. 

Other participants in the panel 
discussed grade labeling as a ready 


by some of the larger food proces- 
sers and distributers. Harry W. 
Riehl of the Better Business Bu- 
reau questioned its accuracy, a 
point on which ethers differed, and 
also questioned the extent to which 
consumers relied on it, a point on 
which most agreed.

To a question of why not “hoard” 
supplies against inflation, - Director 
James E. Mendenhall of the Insti- 
tute for Consumer Education at 
Stephens College, who presided, ex- 
plained: “You have to consider 
that as both an individual and a 
member of society. The people 
who hoard are the people who have 
the cash—those with the higher 
incomes. Their buying takes off

But there is another field, almost 
equally important, which slightly 
overlaps this one but which is, ip 
the main, in the same general area. 
I refer to the insuring of selected 
and efficient man power in skilled 
labor to defense production. 


Centralized Control. 


It is true that there has been cre- 
ated within the general framework 
of OPM a labor supply committee, 
operating under the able direction 
of Arthur 8, Fleming of the Civil 
Service Commission. This commit- 
tee has been working for some time 
but very little public attention has 
been given to its activity. It has 
at least one virtue—in this field, 
the Government seems to have at 
least partly appreciated the. vital 
necessity of co-ordinating the ef- 
forts of all agencies affected by a 
single purpose under a single direc- 
tive head. This is a basic principle 
of organization which has been too 
generally neglected in other phases 
of our mobilization effort. 

Some idea of the need for cen- 
tralized control is conveyed in this 
complex field of labor supply, by 
considering the number of agen- 
cies that are vitally involved. In 
addition. to the various branches 
of the labor division of OPM there 
are included, among others, the 
Defense Vocational Training Di- 
vision of the Federal Security 
Agency, the United States Employ- 
ment Service and all its affiliated 
state service, the Civil Service 
Commission, NYA, Department 
of Agriculture, WPA, and the 
great employers of defense pro- 
duction army, navy and Maritime 
Commission.

Under these handicaps the work 
of Fleming and his emergency or- 
ganization are subject t6 even 
more commendation. It is to be 
hoped that the progress he has 
made will not be impaired by the 
petty interdepartmental bickerings 
likely to be engendered, the rum- 
blings of which are already be- 
ginning to be ominously heard 
from some of the highly perfumed 
prima donnas who are the titular 
heads of the organization from 
which some of these subcommit- 
tees are drawn. 

A good deal hes been heard 
about the ultimate authority of 
Sidney Hillman as the top-side 
Poo-Bah of all labor policies of 
this Government. 

If, with -the clear authority of 
a plenary executive order in this 
field, he cannot stop the petty 
jealousies of existing bureaus 
whose peacetime prerogative may 
be here untmportantly invaded, he 
can hardly escape responsibility 
for the result if that be neither 
creditable nor effective.

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NAVAL RESERVE ENLISTMENT 
PERIOD CUT TO GET RECRUITS 


Men Now May Sign Up for Two, 
Three or Four Years, or in 
War for Duration. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
In a new move to increase naval 
enlistments which recently have 
been running below désired levels, 
the Navy cut in half today the 
four-year period for enlistment of 
naval reserves. 

Recruiting officers were advised 
of the new policy immediately in 
order to bring their quotas up to 
the highest possible levels. 

Heretofore the policy covering 
reserve enlistments has been that 
& man signed up for a four-year 


period, but under the new system: 


he may sign up for two, three, or 
four years, with the agreement 
that in time of war or national 
emergency he would serve for the 
duration. 

At present there are 55,397 re- 
serve enlisted men on active duty.

BEL AIR, Md., Dec. 5 (AP).—A 
16-year-old boy was sentenced to 
12 years imprisonment yesterday 
for the roadside killing of Grain- 
ger G. Browning during the run- 
away escapade of three Alexandria

The boy, Herbert H. Cox Jr., was 
sentenced by Judge Frederick Lee 
Cobourn after pleading guilty of 
the murder of Browning, 38-year- 
old carpenter, last Oct. 12.

Stolen Mail Found After 89 Years: 


Stamps May Be Worth Thousands

House — Army Communications, Political

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 5 (AP). 
—Three sacks of mail, apparently 
hidden 89 years ago by a robber, 
have been discovered among attic 
eaves of an old house being reno- 
‘vated in downtown Philadelphia. 

Among the 100 pieces of mail 
Was a copy of the New York 


Herald for Nov. 2, 1852, election 
day. Postal inspectors believed this 
dated the robbery. Local news- 
papers of that time tell of a series 
of mail thefts between Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore. 

All seals had been broken—the 
letters were not in envelopes but 
folded and sealed as was custom- 
ary then—and investigators were 
of the opinion the robber had hid- 
den hig loot after taking any cash 
found in the mail.

talked over the whole problem of 
recruiting with “Chubby” Power 
here at Ottawa. : 
On Dangerous Ground. 
“Chubby,” a nickname dating 
back to his boyhood, is old enough 
to have been badly wounded in the 
World War, but he is still a human 
dynamo of energy. Officially, he is 
Maj. Charles G. Power, Associate 
Minister of National Defense and 
Minister of National Defense for 
Air. To him is given much credit 
for expansion of the R. C. A. F. to 
more than 90,000 men, with 2000 
to 3000 more being graduated 
monthly from 90 air training 
schools. With the House of Com- 
mons holding night sessions, Maj. 
Power was busy in his office, wait- 
ing a call to go on the Commons 
floor at any moment to answer the 
questions of the opposition. But 
first he talked to this correspond- 
ent about his recruiting problems 
and admitted he was on danger-- 
ous ground in planning to enroll 
women by the tens of thousands in 
the R. C. A. F. and the Army. 


“In the first place,” he said, “the 
girls—God bless ‘em—all want to 
drive Generals around. There 


jaren’t enough Generals for that, 


and we'll have to persuade the 
girls that parachute packing is 
just as important, however monot- 
onous.” 


Woman recruits are to be paid 
two-thirds of the scale paid to men. 
Those with the rank of privates, 
for example, will draw 90 cents a 
day. 

The sight of young woman offi- 
cers in uniform already has excit- 
ed some critical comment, particu- 
larly in the French-Canadian Prov- 
ince of Quebec, which is the least 
feminist of all the provinces. 


May Take Boys 16 and 17. 


Maj. Power has several other 
ideas to offset the dwindling re- 
serves of man power. He is con- 
templating the possibility of in- 
ducting boys of 16 and 17 into the 
R. C. A, F. He has asked his 
scientists to tell him whether boys 
of that age can stand the strain 
of piloting fighter planes or wheth- 
er they will crack up too easily. 
At present the minimum wage is 
18. “Many of our boys now fight- 
ing the Hun overseas are only 18 
and 19,” Maj. Power told me. 


Another Power idea is to recon- 
dition youths who have been re- 
jected for physicial shortcomings. 
Many of these simply were under- 
nourished, and Maj. Power believes 
they can be rehabilitated at Gov- 
ernment camps, where they will 
receive proper meals and will be 
subjected to heavy exercises, fresh 
air and regular hours. Still anoth- 
er idea is to train those who have 
been rejected for educational short- 
comings. They would have courses 
especially in,mathematics and sci- 
ence, required for navigators and 
observers.

Americans Show Up Well. 


Although Maj. Power did not say 
so, the greatest source of new man 
power for the R. C. A. F. in com- 
ing months is expected to be from 
American youths, eager to fly in 
the Battle of Britain or Libya.

C. A. F. officials are delighted with 
the 6000 Americans now enrolled 
and have reason to hope this num- 
ber will be doubled soon.

“In the opinion of their instruc- 
tors, the American pupils in the 


.R.C. A. F. rank at the top of their 


classes,” one officer told me. “They 
rank right up there with the Cana- 
dian pupils and ahead of the pupils 
who come here from Britain, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. The Amer- 
icans and the Canadians are 
quicker to learn, perhaps, because 
their standards of education have 
been higher and they are more 
mechanically minded, having had 
more experience with cars and in 
factories.

Defense Expenditures. 


The scope of the Indies military 
preparations are strikingly  re- 
vealed by the following figures: 

In 1935 total expenditures for 
army extensions were only 13,000,- 
000 guilders (approximately $7,222,- 
000). In 1941 this amount had 
been multiplied nearly 20 times 
and surpassed 250,000,000 guilders. 
The funds were used mainly for 
strengthening the air arm and mo- 
torizing the army. : 

In 1034 there were only 630 army 
vehicles with a total capacity of 
25,000 horsepower. This year there 
are more than 6000 motorized army 
vehicles with a total capacity of 
480,000 horsepower. The number 
of engineers and technical workers 
in the army is tenfold what it was 
five years ago. The same applies 
to radio stations. For every one 
radio station existing in 1935 there 
are now 10 stations in existence. 

In 1934 there were only 300 miles 
of field telephone cable; now there 
is enOugh to make a line from San 
Francisco to New York and an- 
other one stretching from Mon- 
treal to Halifax.

antees of free speech. 

Among the nine were Wilhelm 
Kunze, the Bund’s national leader, 
and August Klapprott, leader for 
the Eastern seaboard states. Klap- 
prott was also manager of Camp 


. Nordland, where the rally was 


held. 
“To denounce one’s fellows or 


advocate hostility to them, or a 
group. . - - , said the court in 
an opinion by Chief Justice 
Thomas J. Brogan, “is as revolt- 
ing to any fair-minded man as it 
is absurd and unjust to the mind 
of a thoughtful man; yet to make 
the speaker amenable to the crim- 
inal law his utterances must be 
such as to create a ‘clear and pres- 
ent danger that will bring about 
the substantial evils’ to society 
that the State has the right to pre- 
vent. 

“The utterances must be such as 
constitute a danger to the State. 
We cannot say that the statements 
made by the plaintiffs-in-error 
were of this character.” 

The State’s race hatred law 
made it a misdemeanor to make 
utterances in the presence of two 
or more persons of “hatred, abuse, 
violence or hostility” against any 
race, color or creed. 

The defendants (plaintiffs-in-er- 
ror) chose to attack the validity 
of their indictment instead of 
standing trial] after their arrest at 
the camp, owned by the Bund 
Auxiliary and scene of numerous 
rallies.

World War Experience. 


No more hopeful augury for final 
victory in this war could possibly 
arise than the appearance of a co- 
ordinated strategy on the part of 
the powers opposing Germany. In 
the last war, co-operation among 
the Allies finally was obtained by 
means of a Supreme War Council, 
aided by military advisers, but only 
afte: a great deal of bickering and 
the loss of priceless opportunities— 
worse, after the waste of irreplace- 
able lives. 

A combined strategy is the best 
and perhaps the only adequate an- 
swer to the one-by-One strategy 
which hag served the Germans 580 
well up to this point. Germany has 
won by the simple process of con- 
centrating its full weight against 
one opponent at a time, meanwhile 
combining military, political and 
psychological means to obtain se- 
curity for its vital interests else- 
where than in the zone of intended 
offensive operations.

Tanks Loaded in English Port Put 
Into Action in Russia 50 Days Later 


Reporter Who Traveled From Britain With 
Machines Tells of Soviet Dispatch in 
Getting Them to Front. 


By EDDY GILMORE. 

KUIBYSHEV, Russia, Nov. 29 
(Delayed) (AP).—On a windy aft- 
ernoon in early October a group 
of American hewspapermen 
watched English workmen ioad- 
ing British tanks on ships heading 
for Russia. 

“How long,” we asked ohe an- 
other, “do you suppose it actually 
will take to get them into action 
against the Germans?” 

Guesses ranged from 
months to six. 

I sailed on a tank-bearing ship 
Oct. 12, We pitched, tossed and 
dodged submarines and planes 
until finally the ship docked at a 
Soviet port. Four hours after we 
landed Russian workers began un- 
loading the ship. 

Three days after docking I saw 
the first British tank unloaded and 
deposited on a plank runway be- 
side the ship. Less than an hour 
later British Tommies who came 
along with the tanks as instructors 
had one going. The Russians looked 
on, eager to get their hands on 
them. ’ 

That night saw the tanks being 
loaded on a train. The next night 
my own journey through Russia

began. I fondly waved farewell to 


the tanks, thinking they might— 
as in the last war—lie around this 


| port for weeks or months. 


The next day our train stopped 
at a siding. Soon there was a 
whistie in the distance. A train 
with our tanks aboard rumbled by, 
headed toward the front. All trains 
were taking sidings for them. 

“They mean busimess,” said a 
British colonel with us. “Those 
chaps get them into action soon.” 

They did. 

On Nov. 26 there came a report 
from the Moscow front, saying the 
first British tanks were in action. 

“The Russians are very apt at 
learning how to operate our 
tanks,” said a Sritish tank expert. 

The expert said that in showing 
the Soviets the inner workings of 
tanks, experience has shown that 
you have to tell them—and this 
through an interpreter—no more 
than once how to operate any 
gadget. 

"They seem to have an excellent 
basis of mechanical knowledge,” 
the expert said. “They learn very 
fast.” 

Actually, the tanks went into ac- 


tion exactly 50 days after the day 
they were loaded in Britain.

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POWER RESTRICTIONS 


~ Heavy Rains Have Increased 


Available Supply, . An- 
nouncement Says. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
The Office of Production Manage- 
ment. today lifted all restrictions 
on power use in Southeastern 
states as a result of reservoir-fill- 
ing rainstorms averaging one to 
three inches throughout the area. 

Restrictions removed immedi- 
ately included the blackout and 


the freezing of industrial power 


consumption at September levels. 
The heavy rains, OPM said, 
greatly increased the available 
sppply of hydro-power. 

Non-essential lights were ordered 
blacked out and non-defense in- 
dustries were rationed six weeks 
ago because summer drouth and 
unprecedented defense demands 
had reduced hydro reservoirs to 
dangerously low levels. 

The announcement added that a 
13-state pooling set-up that had 
been feeding power from outside 


systems into the drouth-ridden 
Southeast would be continued, at 
least through December. 

The blackout has been in’ effect 
in Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee 
and North and South. Carolina. 
Parts of Mississippi and Fiorida 
also have been under some re- 
strictions.

Newspaper Tells of Gestapo Woman Agent,| 
|. Disguised as Refugee, Trying to Persuade 
Farmers to Leave Crops In Field.

KUIBYSHEYV, Dec. 5—Only oc- 
casionally does the Soviet press 
give some inkling of the unceas- 
ing underground campaign being 
carried on by the powerful NKVD 
(successor to the OGPU) to stamp 
out spies, diversionists and other 
enemies of the Soviet Union. 

Citing a number of cases, the 
official newspaper Izvestia_ re- 
marks that “this proves that the 
enemy who, until now kept his 
head buried, is beginning to acti- 
vize his wrecking program.” 

It continued: “We crushed the 
enemies of the people, the Right, 
Trotskyists and other two-faced 
rascals.

Figure of speech for deliberate 
insult or provocation to anger, bit- 
ing the thumb at somebody was 
act, with the same 
intention of malice aforethought.
